Tax Lieutenunt-Governor finds that while we | 
are casting ‘about for Jand for model farms, there 
‘are in many stations public gardens maintained 
by subscription. His Honor, however, observes 
with concern that in some instances these gardens 
after having been flourishing, are falling off for 
want of funds. ‘lo remedy this state of thin, 
Hia Honor would he willing to give a grant-in-aid, 
or any reasonable special assistance which might | 
be suggested, for the purpose of procuring seeds | 
or improved stock at any places where there 
are such institutions, and a competent person 
will undertake their mavagement, with a view to | 
making agricultural experiments on a small | 
scale, and developing by selection, cultivation, and 
care, the plants and animals by which’ the 
resources of the country may be improved 

& It also strikes the Licutenant-Governor 
that much might le made of the jail gardens, 
which are generally under the care of men of 
science and skill, who have time to devote to such 
agricultural experiments. His Honor is quite | 
in favor of these gardens asa mears of usctully 
employing prisoners who have carned indulgence, 
and convalescents of good character, and of 
supplying vegetables for the cousumption of the 
prisoners. And the gardens being maintained for 
these purposes, the opportunity may well be tuken 
for making them also the means of agri- 
cultural improvement. I am to beg that the 
attention of Jail Officers may be called to the 
subject, and the co-operation of all who have 
any taste that way, invited, The Licutcnant- | 
Governor will gladly sanction a fair expenditure | 
for seeds, implements, and manure, in order to 
‘carry on hopeful experiments.

1. The Director of Public Tastruction was requested, in the minute of 19th 
Septomber, fo submit ascheme hy whieh one or tye Commissioners divisions, and 
no more, might be-phiced wider one Inspector of Schools, and the circles 
of Deputy Inspectors might he made to correspond exactly with eivil districts 
and sub-divisions. The Dircetor and Commissioners of divisions were at the same 
time asked to submit to the Lieatemut-Goyernor their views as tothe best 
mode by which the loeal educational officers might be brought, into closer 
connection with the officers of the wen uninistration, and aight receive 
their support and assistance to the utmost extent possible. 
With reference to the first point, the Director of Paublie Instruction has 
submitted 1 scheme for the angement of the Lispectors’ circles, which would 
entail an increase of inspecting agency by the appointinent o arate Inspec 
tor for Orissa, The proposal cannot be entertained: and taking into consider: 
ation the possibility of changes lx le in the composition of the various 
divisions, the Lientenant-Governor consid that Orissa may he wvited with 
the Burdwan di min one ‘le of inspection, for the present at least, 
Similarly, the arrangement hy which the Chota Nagpore division is, as a special 
arrangement, placed under’ the Inspector of the Presidency circle, may bo 
continued for the present.

4. One Deputy Iuspector is to be attached to cach district, except the 
districts of Assup, including Goalparal and tht Garo and Khasiah Hills, where 
the existing arrangement will be allowed to continue for the present. Special 
arrangements willulso he made for the Sonthal Pergumuahs (where sub-division 
have hitherto been called districts, and Mission schools predominate), for the 
Chittagong TEI Tracts, for Singbhoom, and tor any other wild and peculiarly 
situated districts. When it is found necessary to attach more than one Deputy 
Inspector to any distriet, one is to he the principal Deputy Luxpeetor for the 
whole district! with head-quarters at the sudder station, and the others aro 
to be subordinate, ‘The subordinate Deputy. Inspectors will he posted to 
subdivisions, when this ean be done emvcniently. But it will probably be 
convenient to substitute for some of the present Dopaty Lnspectors a class of 
Sub-Deputy Inspectors, sueh is now esist in Bolsa, men on Rs, 30 or 40 per 
mmensem, tO circulate among and inspect the patshealas. 

The Director of Public Tustruction. will be requested to submit, with the 
Teast possible delay, a statement showing where ne would propose to post 
each Deputy Inspector with relerence to the orders contained aboy 
The great object of the Government now is to extend primary educa- 
tion among the masses of the people. ‘The Lieutonint-Governor hopes that 
under arrangements new in progress, if the Municipal Bill becomes law, many 
villages will establish primary schools aided hy Government funds; and he is 
prepared to takeeadyantage of the present favorable state of the Bengal 
finances to make a considerable. additional allotment for that purpose, in 
addition to the new grant provided for in the hudget of the present year, Tt 
scems to Tis Honor that this scheme ea only be carried out by the “influence 
and aid of the district auileritios, ati this the anost important branch of 
education must of necessity be pliccd wider their superintendence, 

Moreover, under the slered conditions in regard to grants-in-aid for 
middle and higher schools, since such grants must he limited to a fixed total 
in each district, and are to be given with reference to many local considerations 
in each ease, the Lieutonant-CGyyernor thinks that the district authorities should 
have a large voice in the matter, und that they should be assisted by distriet 
committees composed of the niost qualified persous of various classes, and 
representing various interests. Att earclul consideration, then, of all the 
opinions en by both administrative and educational officers on the second 
point raised in the minute of the 1th September, the Lieutenant-Governor has 
decided upon loealising: the educatic control and establishing district school 
committees constituted in the tollowing manner 

6. "The Deputy Inspectors of each district will be placed under the authority 
of the Magistrate and Collector. Tneach district the present local committee: 
will form the nucleus of a district school committec, and the Commissioner of 
the division will be invited to submit names of suitable residents in all parts 
5 district toadd to it, ‘The Licutenant-Governor is aware that in many 
judicial officers have given very valuable help on school committees, 
e hopes they will continue to serve on the conunittees now to be appointed. 
The Connnissioncr will exercise » gencral supervision and control over. the 
committees, and, if present, will preside at the mectings of the committes. 
Tho Magistrate and Collector will he Viec-President, and take the chair when the 
Commissioner is not present. He will be authorized to delegate this duty to 
any other member acceptable to the committee generally when he is not 
present himself. ‘The Inspector of the cirele will be ex-officio a member 
of all committees. The Vice-President will be the active head of the 
committee, and will carry on the duties throngh the Deputy duspectors and 
the secretary, subject to the resolutions of the committee. The head master 
of the Government: school or other educational officer selected -will be secre- 
tary to the committee. A clerk, if neeessary, may be allowed. The Deput: 
or Sub-Depity Inspectors of sub-divisions will be placed under the saben: 
sional officers. Hercaftera sub-divisional educational sub-committee may be 
constituted to manage educational affairs in any sub-division where therd are’ 
many schools of a’ superiur class. Such sub-committeo will be subordinate 
the district committec, and will be presided over by the sub-divisional officer: 
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7. All ordinary Government schools will be wider the management and 
supervision of the comnit The Government will allot a in sin for 
grants-in-aid to each di y distinguishing the alotueut for midde and higher 
Cducation and that for primary education. Grants fir aided schools of the 
former class will be made on the reconmendation of the connuiites, the opinion 
of the Inspec werequired in cach case; while the sims devoted to pri- 
mary education will be allotted hy the Magistrate saul Collector with the 
advice of the committee. It is to be understood, bewever in regard to the 
higher and middle schools classed as aided, that the district committee 
assigned the grants, will uot have authority. to tuterere wiih the Towel com 
mittees or other mai of these schools, The iaspectiny oft will, us 
now, see that the conditions of the erants are complied with, but subject to 
these conditions: it is the wish of the Government to lewre tie local nutnge- 
ment of aidod schools as unfettered as possible. AU 4 yas of raking wew 
grants-in-aid and of renewing or sini old ats will be cousideved by the 
district committees on the report of the Luspector. 

8. All school accounts and veturns will in the first tustance he sent 
by the local manager or the school-master to the Deputy hispector, who, acting 
under the orders of the Magistrate, will pass them: on with such remarks as 
may be called for. Iu the ease of prutshalas and other primary schools, the 
Deputy Inspector, under the orders of the \ ate, will check “and pass the 
accounts, Quarterly abstract statements of the accounts of primary schools 
will be forwarded to the Inspector in sneh formas may be preseribed. The 
accounts and returns for all Goverment or aided, hi nevnid, aid middle 
class schools will be sent on by the Deputy Inspeetor to the Cirele Inspector 
for eheck and aud nd for these sehools the Circly Paspeetor will, as here:

9. In all districts of the Bengal province where aided selools of the higher 
and middl »s abound, the inspection and control of way or all such schools 
may, with the Commissioner's consent, he lett in the bands of the Circle haspee- 
tor us ut present. In the districts where this rent ix adopted, the 
Inspector will receive accounts and returns from these schools direct, aud will 
oxerciso his present powers in regard to them. All such arangements ave to be 
reported for the approval of Government. ‘The (raining or normal schools will 
be under the Magistrate, acting with the advice of the comumittes. Separate 
orders will be passed in each case as to whether collegiate schools, high schools, 
and second grade colleges ure to be under the supervision of the committee or 
under the educational authorities direct.

10. The Inspector, under the general control of the Director, will nominal 
for all appointments to masterships in Goverment » hols on sakuies of Rs. 50 
a month and less than Rs. 200.

Should the Luspector be 
unable #6 make any nomination satisfactory to the committes, the matter will 
wigrred to Government through the Director.

the district committee will appoint to masterships on salaries under J 
month in all other Government schools; the Inspector will, in case of reference

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will in all cases test the fitness of the masters. For all appointments of Rs. 200 
and upwards, recommendations are to be submitted to Government, by whom 
the appointments will be mado and gazetted.

11. The Deputy Inspector will submit his inspection reports to the Vice- 
President of the committee. The Vieo-President will forward them without 
delay to the Inspector with any remark he may wish to add. id 

“12. The Lieutenant-Goyernor proposes that in the Education Department 
tho Inspector should oceupy towards the local authorities. much the same posi- 
tion that Government Inspectors of Education, Police, and other departments 
oceupy in England. Te will be the agent of the Government, to whom tho 
Government will look to see that the local authorities fulfil the conditions on 
which grants areimade to them; that the school-masters are efficient ; that schools 
are well mmaged ; that pupils ave well taught ; that the accounts are reliable 
and correct ; that instruction is conducted in accordance with the general 
rales Taid down; and that scholarships and rewards are fairly given. Separate 
instructions will be given regarding scholarships on receipt of reply to. a 
reference which has heen made to the Director. 

13. The Deputy Inspectors will be personally responsible for the correct= 
ness and completeness of the inspection reports and accounts submitted by them, 
and will, i wet of these latter duties, while acting under the Magistrate's 
orders, he s ' «i by the Inspector. They will also be subject 
to the Inspector's instructions in regard to such schools as the Commissioner may 
have placed under direct departmental control, and will ordinarily accompany 
them on their tours and at all times render them every information and assistance, 

1. The duspector’ will sender the Commissioner every advice and infor- 
mation in educational matters, and will comply with his wishes in regard to the 
time and manner of performing his duties as tue. as possible, but he will be, 
as above explained, an independent officer. It will be his duty to audit and 
pass, subject to the exceptions made in paragraph 8 of this resolution, all 
accounts ax he now dogs. He will take every opportunity to. test ‘and 
in the qualifications aad conduct of the masters, whether nominated by 
Edueation Department or by the committee ; and all masters nominated 
the committee will be specially reported on by him the first time he visits the 
school. 

15, The Inspector will record his own observations as he visits each 
school. He will bring to the notice of the local committees matters within their 
rizance; he will reler more important matters to the Conimissioner, and he 
will report to the Goverment, through the Director, very important matters, 
and all matters in which, in his opinion, the committee fail ‘to comply with rules 
and conditions fairly brought to their notice, Once a year ho will report on 
the whole educational management within his circle. 

16. ‘The forms of returns and tubles will be prescribed by the Dirootor 
under the instructions of Government, so that the Commissioner and Inspector 
may have the sume set of returns for their annual reports. It will be desirable 
that the Commissioner and Inspector should make their annual ‘reports in 
communication with one another, so that their different views of the same 
subjects may be compared, and, if possible, reconciled ; or if not, the difference 
of view should be clearly stated. It will probably bo best that the committess 
should submit their annual returns and report to ‘the Commissioner, sending’ a 
duplicate to the Inspector, and that the Tnspector’s reports should be submitted, 
to Government through the Commissioner and the Director, with the Commis 
sioner’s remarks and the Director’s summary and review. #2 ee 

17. The effect of these changes will be to make it less possible for the 
Director to exorcise a direct control over local operations, that having’ ‘bean 
transferred to tho civil officers. The Director will have certain -powerg, ‘ta be: 
moro minutely detailed in separate orders, but will be brought into’ . 
relations with Government as the medium of communication between the 4aa 
and inspecting authorities and the Government, the adviser of the Gov 
in educational mattors, the condenser and compiler of statistical informa 
the organ of the views of Government.

Tum management of the provincial finances during the past year has 
resulted in a considerable saving, and it is hoped that there will bea saving in 
the present year also. The Licutenant-Goyernor wishes to take the opportu- 
nity to make a real and substantial attempt, to establish a ad system of 
primary education of the simplest character in these great provinces, 

A-resolution of this date places under local officers the grants foreducation, 
and especially for primary education, The Lieutenant-Governot proposes at 
once to put at the disposal of the Magistrates of districts the meus of assist- 
ing and promoting indigenous cducation of this primary character. He. is 
accordingly pleased to assign to the various divisions aud distrie ording 
to the distribution list hereto amexed, stins to the amount of Rs. 4,00,000, 
to be used in developing primary education in addition to the other 
grants already made for the same purpose, and to he spent between this time 
and the end of the financial year 1873-74. The anoney is assigned to districts 
in the proportions in which’ the Lieutenant-Goyernor’ thinks it might best be 
given, but he will be happy to consider any’ proposal of Commissioners for a 
more advantageous distribution, The i nent Nis been made with refer 
ence to the population and the amuunt of Goyermment money already spent 
on vernacular education in cach district, 

2. A statement annexed shows the number of schools uow existing 
in. cach district, also the schools recently sanctioned by orders of BIst July 
and the approximate number which it is now hoped to establish, x 

8. It may bo hoped that the grants already in the budget for 1872-73 
will. be repeated in 1873-74, while the grant now made is to be bronght into 
operation gradually, and spread over the remainder of the prescut year and the 
whole of 1873-74. ° Of this grant sums not execeding on the whole one lakhin 
be spent in the present financial year if it ispossible to establish the schoc 
time. Three lakhs are taken as the amual expenditure for 1873-74, the caleu- 
lation being that at av average of Rs, 40 to 50 per school, that sua will sutlices 
to establish 6,000 to 7,000 schools. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that economies and. savings now 
effected will place the provincial finances of Bengal in a position to bear such 
burdens for some time to come. He ulso hopes that by the end of 1873-74 the 
new municipal system will be so far established that a considerable portion of 
the burden now assumed by Government may he tuken over by the Munici- 

ics, of considorable and prosperous villages, and that Town Municipalities 

ill be able to support or render self-supporting some of the schools of a higher 
class which now absorb. a large share of the educational grant. In this way 
Government money, in addition to that already saved, will he made availublo 
for poorer and more backward places. 
The establishment of local road funds may be expected to set free 

g.of the moncy hitherto devoted to waterial improvement; and however 
p buildings and other public works may be, the improvement 
:bumbler classes of the people by making them inteHiigent human 
ig. an: object to which evon some material improvements may, if 
lutaly , ne , be postponed. The Lieutenant-Governor has in 
b, ples himsalf not to attempt fresh taxation if he can help it for 
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some time to come. But his hope is that if, by a careful use of the money now 
in hand, by continual economy Of administration, and by such re-adjustments as 
aro possible, he cau secure tho maintenance for some years of the schools new 
to be established, the means of farther continuing them will, by the blessing of. 
Providence, be some how or other forthcoming in the hands of those who may 
succeed him. He lvels himself justified then in attempting a beginning of a 
which even a successful beginning would be a great achievement, 

The Lientenant-Governor’s wish is that the money now granted should 
to enconraze and develop in rural villages proper indigonous education, 
writing, arithmetic, in the real indigenous language and character 
He would not, as a rule, think it necessary to employ highly. 
trained mastors on considerable salaries. Tle would rather give money as a 
grant-inevid to men of the purely indigenous school-master class, provided each 
keeps up ina place where it is required, and among a population of cultivators 
and laborers, a school efficient according to native Mtandads, and submits it to 
inspection and examination, Perhaps for such purposes an allowance of 
Rs. 2 or 8 per mrensem will in many cases suffice, more especially in places. 
where the villige or landlord or other party interested is willing to. make

In places where, though 
Immediate assistance is not available, a municipal organization may be shortly 
expected, the maximum of Rs. 5 he given, provided the 
Teading men promise as fir’ ‘y in to contribute & share when a Munici- 
pality is constituted. But ofall things must be avoided a grant which may be 
used to tur out clerks and attorneys; education of that kind is separately pro- 
vided for, 

6 The only kmguazes to be taught in patshalas should he’ Bengalee, 
Hindco, Assmose, and Ooryah, in their respective provinces, and the aboriginal 
Iaeuages iv some of the districts: where there is «large aboriginal population 
using their own languages, as the Koles of Chota Nagpore, the Sonthals of the 
Sonthal Pergunnals, the Khassiahs of the Khassiah TIills, the Khamtees, 
Cacharees, and others in Assim, and the Lepchas of Darjecling. ‘The Bengaleo, 
Ooryah, and Assamese characters arc avell defined. Most of the uboriginies 
haying no charnetor of their own, have been, and with advantage may still be, 
instructed in the Romun character. * As pects Hindee, the written or Kaithee 
character only differs from the Nagree asthe English written character differs: 
from the printed character; and though the prejudices of the people are no 
doubt much in favor of the written character which they use, will seeing how 
simple and casily learned is the Nagree character to those who know the 
Kaitheo, and considering that all the printed books aré in the Nagree 
character, the Licutenant-Governor thinks that the school-masters should be 
required to Joan and that the boys should bo tanght the latter character, as 
well as practised assiduously in tlie written character. In fact, arithmetic and 
writing are the main subjects in which the people desire instruction, and many 
books will not be used; those that are uscd will be of the simplest and cheapest: 
description. : 

7. Where Mahoniedans preponderate in the population, the Lieutenant-: 
Governor will not object to the grant to their muktade of aid similar to.that 
given to the patshalas or common village schools, provided a useful, primary: 
education is really given. But the impression the Licutenant-Governor ,hea 
derived from all he has scen of many indigonous patshalas in auch distriota’ taj: 
that tho lower classes of the Mahomedans resort much more freely. to tie aot 
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ymon vernacular schools than their higher classes do to the English schools; and 
he considers that it is better for all parties tliat they should coutinue to do so. 
Tt is-only necossary to take care that in Mahomedan districts (und a large 
pro] tion of Bengal districts are more Mahomedan than Iindoo) a fair share 
‘of the school-masters’ places in the common schools is given to Mahomedans, 
so that poople of that persuasion may have no ground for fecling themselves at 
a disadvantage. The provision of Ingher education for Mahomedans has sepa 
rately engaged tho attention of Goverument, aid these remarks do not touch 
that subject.” 

8. Newly appointed teachers of village schools, whether 
Mahomedans, Shot be attached for some months to training 
district or sub-divisional head-quarters, cither before they set up their schools 
or at the next ri pwing season, or at such convenient opportunities as may: 
offer themselves. Village school-masters when under instruction at training classes 
will be allowed to draw the Govermnent grit just as if they were present with 
their school. It will be in the diserction of the Magistrate to decide which of 
the newly appointed masters should attend training classes at once, and whieh 
should como into the training classes at some future time; ordinarily, he 
would test the capacity of cach a 
the Deputy Inspector) Any portion of the present h cannot 
be properly spent on patshalas may, with the sanetion of th ate and the 
district committee, be expended on the establishment of one or more training 
classes for village teachers at the zillah school; in some v ts 1 
may be necessary also to open training schools at the | 
more sub-divisions. Where normal schools already exist, they will be utilized 
for instruction of the new training classes. Eventually finds will be provided 
for theso training classes by savings from and re-0 ation of the present 
normal schools, many or most of whieh dave heen turned aside from their 
proper object of providing: teachers for the Towest grade of primary schoo 

9. Tho Lieutenant-Governor is fully aware that to people who sce only 
the expensive Government and aided schools in Bengul towns, or to those who 
know the Government village schools of some other parts of India, it may seem a 
sanguine view to hope that apy system of rural education can be successfully 
based upon Government monihly grants of only Rs. 5, 4,and 3 per mensem 
to each school. IIe is aware that in Western aud Central India the Goyern- 
ment wages of village school-masters range from Ns. 8 to Rx. 25 a month, 
while in Northern India there are, it is believed, few village school-masters who. 
draw less than Rx. 8 a month from Government. But Mr. Campbell believes 
that in most districts, of Bengal, Behar, and Orissa, though mhappily too rare 
in go great populations, there are still scores, if not hundreds, of petty village 
school-masters, who keep schools of 15 to 30 boys and girls, and who 
maintain themselves and their fiunilies from the fees in money or in kind 
which the patents may be able to afford. If a] futher is well to do, he 
gives the guru two, three, or four annas a month; if] poor, he gi 
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anna or a couple scers of rice a month. Boys of very poor pari 
orphans are often taught by the guru without any feo. ‘This is the kiy 









cational agency Goveriment finds ready to its hand in Bengal res} these 
aro the schools which ordinary villagers arc accustomed to, and for whieh they 
have a regard. One of these gurus would certainly find his position immens 
improved by 2 Government or municipal grant of Rs. 30, 40, or 50 a year, 
10. In illustration of the kind of schools which are wanted, of the class 

of teachers who should be engaged, and of the subjects which should be taught 
under the patshala system, copics of a report from Mr. C. B, Clarke upon 
primary education in Mymensing, also extracts from reports by Mr. A. Aber- 
srombiey..Mr. T. E. “Ravenshaw, Colonel E. T. Dalton,’ cst, and Mr, 
~H.€, Sutherland, on educational matters, are hereto appended. It is quite clear 
‘that if-rural schools are to be popular among ordinary villagers, the teachers 
_Panat'We of the old gurumohasoy class, or must come’ from the same social and 
“intellectual‘stratum. The Inds or men, who stay two years at our normal 
zachools and receive. Rs. 4, 5, and even 10 for’ being taught, will rarely, 
af-eyer, necept a patshala teachership in which they must sit down for lite 
of Rs. 5 plus foes, equal to about Its, 8 or 9. a month 


Anak Ginee wanted is to teach ordinary village boys enough to enable 
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them to take care of their own interests in their own station of life, 
as petty shop-keepers, small landholders, ryots, handicraftsmen, weavers, 
village head-men, boutmen, fishermen, and what not. It is beyond all things 
desirable not to impart at village schools that kind of teaching whieh, ina 
transition state of socicty, might induce boys to think themselves above 
manual labor or ordinar work. To the really able boys at patshalas 
opportunities for advancement will be offered by a chain of scholars! hips, the 
gainers of which cau pass through the several grades of schools up toa University 
degree. One valuable means of providing that the ordinary patshala course 
of study shell be confined to reading and writing the vernacular, to simple and 
mental arithmetic, and to a knowledye of monsuration, und the native system 
of land survey, will be a regulion that prof in these subjects only will 
be required from candidates for patshula scholarships. 

LM. 'The Licutenant-Governor by 10 means wishes to fetter the Magistrates 
or committees in their arrangements Jor the prompt and proper administration 
of the educ grits now made. Indeed, the only restriction he would 
insist upon is, that not more than Rs. 4 per meusem of public money should be 
given to any one school; that the vernacular only is taught in any school 
receiving a patshala grant; thit every patshala” is open to inspection and 
sends in such simple quarterly statements as may he required; and that any 
graut is liable to suspension or with¢ the school is not properly kept up. 

Tt has been suggested to the Lieutenant-Goyernor that a Magistrate or com- 
mittee of a large district, who desired to give prompt effect to the present orders, 
would proceed somewhat as follows -— 

An average district, containing two or three sub-divisions besides the 
head-quarter division, 2,400 villa, md one and a half to two millions of popu- 
lation, might, perhaps, already eon «Government patshulas, 300 indigenous 
patshalas, and wight under the present orders have obtimed a grant of Rs, 9,000, 
equal to 200 patshala grants of Rs. 40 a The Magistrate would, perhaps, 
set aside Rs. 3,000 to be expended on Rs. 80 per annum grants to pathalas in 
Municipalities, on wards’ estates, or on the estates of liberal zemindays; these 
BO-rupee grants would he distributed to village municipal committees or ‘indivi- 
duals who promised to contribute another Rs. 50 ynd to take charge of the 
patshala. Possibly: some 30 or 3 of t] ipee grants would thus be distri- 
buted to muyicipal patshal there would remain 65 or 70 grants of Rs, 80 
to be distributed to villages. on wards’ estates, and on zemindarees where the 
zemindar was ready to contribute.

He would cither through, or afer consulting, the sub-divisional officer, 
decide to give perhaps G0 patshila grants of Rs. 4 and 8a month to existi 
indigenous patshulus, provided the gurus would aceept the Governme:

tt would be given to any village which would not provide a house or hut 
of the ordinary kind used in the village for the reecption of the school. When 
the villages were solected, the nest question would he to find teachers. If 
possible, the Magistrate or subd al officer would choose men of the ordi- 
nary gurumoliasoy class or of the meeahjce a nda new school-master 
should always be, if possible, a resident of the village or its neighbourhood. 
There will generally be found in’ Windu neighbourhoods school-masters’ sons 
or brothers or Jads from some patwaree'’s fimily or from a potty dealer's 
(moodce’s) shop, or from some zemindaree cutelierry, who possesses enough 

nowlodge to tech a patshula, and who will be content to sit downas a village 

school-master. If Jads of sufficient age from neighbouring vernacular or aided 
schools will undertake the duty, the Magistrate might appoint seme of them to 
patshalas in the neighbourhood of their houses. 

Tt would be w condition of appointment of a new villag 
and of any grant to the muster of an existing: school, that he should, if 
upon, attend the normal cliss for atime, leaving a substitute in charge of the 
school, Until the arrangements to be made ander this resolution are fairly 
complete, and until the bulk of the new schools are blished, the Magistrate 
would ordinarily not insist on existing patshala texchers coming into the dis- 
trict head-quarters to attend the normal class. But when the schools are 
fairly started and reguku inspection has begun, the Magistrate would, 
om the report of the Deputy or Sub-Deputy Lispector, call upon the least 
officient villaze school-amasters to attend the normal class. It would probably: 
bo useless to summon the very oh gurumohasoys or mecahj a 
classes; old men of that stamp have done much good in tl time; they are 
popular with the villagers, and they manage their schools fairly well; if’ new 
aequiroments or modes of teaching are reqiived, they will come with the next 
generation of village school-masters, BuCit will probably be desirable to bring 
into the normal classes the younger and the newly appointed village school: 
masters; if possible, newly appointed masters who never taught village 
schools before, would be brought into the normal classes at the sudder before 
thoy establish their schools; and would be instructed for a few mouths. For the 
present it will be necessary to perfect village school-mastors in reading and 
writing the printed character, of which (in Behar at any rate) they 
are often ignorant; to instruct then: in the hest modes of teaching simple and 
mental arithmetic; to improve their knowlo« amd power of teaching men- 
suratipn aftor the native fashion, bazar accomnts, and zomindaree accounts, and 
to enable them to understand and teach the very simple text-books on these 
latter subjects. 

12. ‘Since, however, as already said, the Licutenant-Governor wishes to 
abstain. from giving minute instructions, he has eaused an example of what 
steps might be tuken to be entered in these orders, rather hy way of suggestion 
than by way of precept. He rather wishes the Jocal oflicers to whom the 
oxperiment is entrusted to work it out in their own way. He wishes that they 
should ascertain what indigenous means of education in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic ‘exist; that they should enlist the people and their leading men as 
much. as possible in favor of simple education, and that they should develop 
it by small grants according to the circumstances of cach ease under the system 
above proposed. : 

18, It is a question whether it may be best to set_up experimental schools 
all over a district, or to try to mi nodel educated tracts of limited areas. 
Pending the estublishment of Munici , tt will probably he best to establish 
g moderate number of schools here and there ux exumples ull over the district, 
and to select a limited tract for a moro full expernnent. I! a good sub- - 
divisional or other officer can be found qualified und willing to mdertake tho 
xperiment and to give real attention to it, it might be well to entrust to him 
fodel tract. 
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ge and merit. In some. parts of the country underpaid putwarees may 
bd who'would for a small additional remuneration undertake the office of 
Regard chould also be had to the considerations and conditions eon- 
‘the lotter No, 2671, dated 31st July 1872, regarding the last grant 
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made for primary education. We should kop in view as muchas possible tho 
design to establish the school-master as part of the constitution of considerable 
villages, and to make him a fimetionary of importance and necessity when rural 


Municipalities are established, 
15. For the presont the distribution of these funds is to be made by the 


District Magistrates and sub-divisional officers, acting with the advice of, but 
not controlled by, the district educational committees. When ‘the system 
is a little developed and local committees of men of the classes interested in 
primary instruction can be established, the Lieutenant-Governor hopes to employ 
committees more freely in promoting primary education. The educational 
establishment will be af the disposal of Magistrates for the necessary enquiries, 
and any reasonable proposals to further the object. in view will be entertained, 
especially amy arrangement for providing i. mere mumerous class of Sub: 
Inspectors for patshalas instead of the highly paid Deputy [ispectors maintained 
in perhaps umecessary mmmber for the hig classes of schools. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor has wo doubt that the experienced Inspectors who will now 
reside at the head-quarters of the principal divisions will give much adviee 
and assistance, and us soon as the district educational committecs are formed 
they should be consulted. It is hoped that by the end of the year 1872-73 the 
local officers will he in a condition to report the first-fruits of these orders. 

16. When the Jops, when the rural Municipalities undertake 
schools with Government assistance, when the demand for and means of educa 
tion inerease, more money may be we may attempt more schools, 
The object of the pre beginning of mass education in 
the country, and the Licutenant-Goyernor hopes to be assured that the money is 
-well spent. He would rather have an assurance of this kind and a demand for 
more moncy than be told thai it has not been possible effectively to spend 
what is now given.

14. Nearly all we ure getting in return for the Government large expenditure on these 
Garo schools is tinis prospect of teachers for really commencing Garo education another day. 
We pay our normal school pundits at these schools Rs. 25 to 30, but they are miserable 
there; they believe the climate of the terai ntterly futal to health, and they rarely remain 
long. I would propose to replace them by gurus (ax vv as we huve gurus ready) at about 
half the cost. These gurus can teach all that these schools will want to learn, and indeed 
more. I do not propose to dismiss the present pundits as they will Teave soon enough ; bat 
Thave given dircetions, as their posts become vacant, to appoint only officiating men in their 
pluces.

18:"The Collector of Hooghly reports that he himeelf visited a numbor of these 
ordinary village patshalos. He says they are uaually held in an open verandah, which some- 
times belongs to the guru’s house and s»metimes to that of some benevolent resident of the 
village. ‘Tha fees obarged vary from 1 anna to 4 aunas, or sometimes to 6 annas per mensem, 
to the circumstances of the parents, The poorer boys writo on éal-pata, or palm 
leaf; the wealthier, on plantain leaf or even paper. In most patshalas printed books are also 
mére ot less used. He is, morcover, of opinion that these indizenous schovls are to a certain 
extent subverted by aided schools, which offer a better education in those parts of the 
district. whero education is most thought of. Mr. Pellew also dirvcted his inqnities to the 
question whether the aided schools, by driving out these indigenous schools to such a serious 
extent as they undoubtedly have done by offering a more apprecisted kind of edueation, 
have or have not taken fully the place of old patshalus in regard to the education of the 
masses, and the opinion formed by him was that on the whole no class had been deprived 
of means of education, and that in those places where a vernacular aided school had 
been established to the extinction of the patshalus, afd in which it had been found that 
the education afforded was too bigh or too expensive for the poor, a patshala was soon re-eatab- 
lished, and was able to compete with the aided schools successfully. ‘The Collector of Bancoorah 
has not farnished avy information on this point. In Beerbhoom nothing like education is 
afforded to the masses by these patshalas, but only, as the people require, a little arithmetic 
in the native style, and reading and writin Bengali is taught, 

19, ‘The Collector of Howrah reports, after personal inquiry, that nearly every village 
of any size kas a school in it, at which boys varying from 5 to 8 years of age are tanght to 
write and read Bengali, ‘These schools are self-supporting, the pupils paying the master 
monthly a fee of 2 annas to 4 annus cach.

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24, In Burdwan alone the attendance at the Government institutions prepanderates, 
but in all other districts in the division more than two-thirds of the number of students.are 
found to resort to indigenous patebalas. The cause of the large attendance at these schools is to 
be found in the fact that the instruction given in them, whatever may be its other defects, 
is practical, and well suited to the requirements of the large class of people whose children 
fare educated in them. The instruction given in these patshalas generally consista of reading 
‘and writing and arithmetic ; for the greater part mental arithmetic, measurement of land, &0,, 
by the native method—a system of accounts which is much in use among the agricultural and 
commercial portion of tho native society—with a few samples of business letters, forms of 
leases, bonds, agreements, &. But limited as the programme of study is, and the length 
of time taken to finish it, there caunot be any doubt whatever that these subjects are most 
thoroughly taught in the indigenous patshalas. Even Baboo Bhudev Mookerjee, Inspector of 
Schools, North’ Central Division, though doubting the alleged superior promptness of the 
pupils of the patshalas in replying to arithmetical questions—esamples of which are to be 
witueased among the shop-keepers and tradesmen every day—is obliged to admit that the 
atndents ‘of these putshalas write a superior iiwvd; and nothing so much helps a man in 
ordinaty business as good handwriting and a knowledge of accounts, with a prompt habit of 
solving mentally the questions that ovtur to them during their'daily transactions. 








25. In short, the whole scope of instruction given in the indigenous patchalas is to 
turn out good village or shop-keepers’ accountants, which it no doubt does, It cannot be said 
that the students who are trained in the vernacular model schools aro equally expert in these 
respects, however well up they may bein history or geography,—which latter goes rather to 
detract from their merit. in the estimation of their parents as being caleulated to shake their 
faith in the principles of their religion, 





26, It was at one time thought that by training up gurus in Government institutions 
1 better class of teachers evuld be supplied for the instruction of the masses, Not to consider 
the limited number of gurus that could be so sent under the present system (each guru costin; 
Government Rs. 5 a month), there is this question to be solved, whether a trained garu would 
be go eagerly sought after asa gurt mohashoy. 


21. To sum up ine few words: there are in the division about 4,874 indigenous schools, 
attended by about 68,826 scholars, or on an average abeut 17 scholars in each school ; the fees 
may be taken at 2 anuas per boy to guru wokaghy’s income at Rs, 2 per month, The instrua- 
tion is of an elementary chai reading, writing, and arithmetic—mental arithmetic 
being chiefly cultivated, with a little jristory and geozraphy, but it is eminently well adapted 
to the requirements of the clisses of | 'c community whose children attend these schools. 
These are the village shop-kecpers abd well-to-do ryots, with here aud there the children of 
higher cluss people, who, for spleial ceagons, such as distance to walk, &., may object to 
tend theit sons to sny of the scliuls within the range of the public instruction department's 
operations, 















Extract from a letter from T. E. Ravuxsuaw, Esa., Commissioner of the Orissa Division, té 
the Officiating Seerctary to the Government of Bengal, General Department,— 
(No. 410, dated Cuttack, the 11th August 1871.) 


“Pama.18. * * — * Material improvement of the country, and education of the 
mass of the people, depend on the success of this useful institution (the Cuttack normal achool) 
and on extension of village vernaculur schools and patehalas. If Goverament- a1 be 
withdrawn from the latter, the beneficial results ® the former will be crippled. - The sakjoined 
extract from ty letier No. 763, dated 17th October 1870, will show what I have already 
written on the eubject to the Inspector of Schools, aud I think T need hardly add anything 
to it:— 





« L have watched the progress of this (normal) school, and I oan only stato that it is the 
most satisfactory and most encouraging educational institution in Orissa, and that ‘it. bids {air 
to work great and permanent resalta in providing efficient means of educating the mate of the 
population. I regret to find from the oorrespondenee that the gurus, who have so far passed 
‘their course of instruction in the normal school at Cuttack, have not yet received axsutance of 
continuation of the Government subsidy to enable them to carry on their duties as village’ 
schoolmasters. On the contrary, your letter No. 1181, dated 30th June 1870, with enélosueds: 
from the Director of Public Instruction, point to little probability of the aid to guru segahare 
being continued after they have gone through their traiuing course, I would mosb. eats 
solicit your own and the Director’s reconsideration of the matter, or otherwise, the, w 
system will be nipped in the bud. There is no part of India where education and eHi i 
ment among the masses of the people is co much to be desired as in Orima, aud T seo 
hope that the groundwork, which bas been so well started, may not be allowed 40 révisia.

Pana, 26,—The indigenous patshalas in Singhboom are about 50 in number, and 
thé Deputy Commissioner has obtained reliable information regarding 43 of them. In the 
bhioom scbools the Innguage taught is Bengali; in Porahat chiefly Uriya, but in one 
atleast the language is Hindee, The schools in the Kolhun teach Hindiee. Baboo Sarada 
Peraac that the subjects on which particular attention is bestowed by the village teachers 
are handwriting, deciphering of manuscript writing, mental arithmetic, simple mensuration, 
and zemindaree and mahajanee accounts. I take this to be ax good a course as a village school 
could have, and all the subjects should receive more attention than they do in the Government 
yernaculat schools, 











Extract from an abstract of information in regard to indigenous echvols furnished by the 
Officiating Commissioner, Dacca, with his letter No. 19, dated 9th April 1872. 

Sylket.—The Magistrate of this district reports that in many parts of his district there 
ate Sanskrit schools, called Chowpari or Chatushpati, in which literature, la¥, and logic, are 
tanght by pandite to Brahmin youths in Sanskrit ; that the number of scholars varies in all 
these schools; that in some there are 40 to 50, and in others 10 to 15 students; that the 
pundits never take any fees from the students, who are fed by them and sometimes by the 
respectable inhabitants of the village ; that in ome villazee there are Beugali schools tanght 
by Sirkars, who are paid Ly the villagers. Bengali ulphabet-writing, accounts, and land 
measure, are taught in these schools; that besides these there are some private schools which 
do not receive aid from Government; that they are managed by the headman of the 
villagé, and are supported by subscriptions raised amonget tive villagers, as well as by school- 
ing fees realized from the etudents; that, the numblier of students in some is 20 to 25, and in 
othére exceeding that number; that these schools are in general conducted by one teacher, 
whose monthly salary does not excced more than Re. 15; that in these lower standard books 
read in the aided schools are taught, and in some the boys are taught up to the vernacular 
scholarship known as“ Chatralirte;” that the condition of these schools is uot s0 flourishing 
as is the case with the aided schools, and they do not exist lun, partly for want of zeal and 
funds, and partly owing to mismanagement; that there are alko other schools called 
maktnda, in which Persian literature and Mabomedan law are taught ; they are attended by 
Mahomedan studente, and are kept up by most respectable Mahomedans.

8. At the same time great care will be taken that the prizes held out to 
remarkable boys in yrinary schools are quite exceptional, and that the mass 
of boys are not Jed to lov beyond their own callings.

1. The Director of Publie Iustruction requested. in the minute of 19th 
September, to submit a scheme by which onc or (wo Comunissioners divisions, and 
no more, might be placed wider one Inspector of Schools, and the circles 
of Deputy Inspectors might be made to correspond exactly with civil distriets 
and sul ih divisions. The Director and Commissioners of divisions were at the same 
time asked to submit to the Lieutenant-Governor their views as tothe host 
mode by which the local educational officers might be brought, into closer 
connection with the officers of the general administration, and might reecive 
their support and assistance to the utmost extent possible.

12. The Lieutenant-Goycrnor proposes that in the Edueation Department 
the Inspector should occupy towards the local authorities much the same posi- 
tiow that Government Inspectors of Education, Police, and other departments 
oceupy in England. He will be the agent of the Government, to whom the 
Government will look to see that the local authorities fulfil tho conditions on 
which grants are made to them ; that the school-masters are efficient ; that schools 
are well managed ; that pupils ccounts are reliable 
and correct ; that instruction is conducted in accorda with the general 
ynles laid down; and that scholarships and rewards are fuirly given. Separate 
instructions will be given regarding scholarships on receipt of reply to a 
reference which has been made to the Director. 

18. ‘The Deputy Iuspectors will be personally responsible for the correct- 
ness and completeness of the inspection reports and punts submitted by them, 
and will, in respect of these latter duties, while acting under the Magistratels 
orders, be still strictly supervised by the Inspector.

V4. The Inspector will vender the Commissioner every advice and infor- 
mation in educational suatters, and will comply with his wishes in regard to the 
time and mamner of performing his duties as much as possible, but he will b 
as above explained, an independent officer. I be his duty to audit an 
pass, subject to the exceptions made in paragraph & of this resolution, all 
accounts as he now docs, He will take every opportunity to test and 
ascertain the qualifications and conduct of the masters, whether nominated by 
the Education Department or by the committee ; and all masters nominated by 
the committee will he specially reported on by him the first time he visits the 
school. 

15. The Inspeetor will record his own observations as he visits each 
school. He will bring to the notice of the local committees matters within their 
cognizance; he wil] refer more important matters to the Commissioner, and he 
will report fo the Government, through the Director, very important matters, 
and allimatters in which, in his opinion, the committee fail to comply with rules 
and conditions fairly brought tw their notice. Once a yeur he will report on 
the whole educational management within his cirele. 

16, The forms of returns and tables will be prescribed by the Director 
under the instructions of Government, so thut the Commissioner and Ini te 
may have the same set of returns for their annual reports.

‘The Licutenant-Governor wishes to take the opportu- 
nity to make a real and substantial attempt to establish al good system of 
primary education of the simplest character in these great provinces. 

A resolution of this date places under local officers the grants for education, 
and especially for primary education. "The Lieutenant-Governor proposes at 
once to put at the disposal of the utes of districts the me a 
ing and promoting indigenous cducation of this, prhuary character. He. is 
accordingly pleased to assign to the various divisions and districts, according: 
to the distribution list hereto annexed, sums to the amount of Rs. 4,00,000, 
to be used in developing primary education in addition to the other 
grants already made for the same purpose, and to be spent between this time 
and the end of the financial year 1873-741. The money is assigned to distri 
in the proportions in which the Licutenant-Governor thinks it might best be 
given, but he will be happy to consider any proposal of Commissioners for a 
more advantageous distribution. The assignment Jiaxs been made with rete 
ence to the population and the amount of Government money already spent 
on vernacular education in cach district. 
annexed shows the mmmber of schools now. existing 
in each district, also the schools recently sanctioned by orders of 31st July 
and the approximate mmmiber whieh it is now hoped to establish i 

3. Tt may be hoped that the grants alveady in the budget for 1872-73 
will be repeated in 1873-74, while the grant new made is to be brought into

6 The ouly kmguages to be taught in paishulas should be Bengalee, 
Tindco, Assamese, nd Ooryah, in their respective provinces, and the aboriginal 
Jungnages in some of the districts where there isa large aboriginal population 
using their awn lmeuaves, as the Koles of Chota Nagpore, the Sonthals of the 
Sonthal Perguinahs, the Kh of the Whassiah Iiills, the Khamtees, 
Cacharees, and others in Assam, and the Lepehas of Darjecling.

“Most of the aboriginies 
having no cha of their own, hive been, and with advantage may still be, 
instructed in the Roman character. As respects [Lindee, the written or Kaithee 
character only differs from the Nayree as the English writ character differs 
from the printed character; and though the prejudices of the people are no 
doubt much in favor of the written character which they use, still seeing how. 
simple and cusily learned ix the Nagree ‘ter to those who know the 
Kaithee, and considering that all the printed books are in the Nagree 
character, the Licutenant-Governgr thinks that the school-masters should be. 
required to learn and tha the boys should be taught the latter character, as 
well as practised assiduously in the written character. In fact, arithmetic ‘and. 
writing are the main subjects in which the people desire instruction, and mi 
books will not be used ; those that uscd will be of the simplest and chi 
description. 

7. Where Mahomedans preponderate in the population, the Lieu 
Governor will not object to the grant to their muklabs of aid similar to’ 
given to the patshalns ‘or common ‘village schools, provided a useful’ prix 
education is really given.

Tt would bo a condition of appointment of a new ¢ schoolmaster, 
and of any grant to the master of an existing school, that he should, if called 
upon, attend the normal class for a time, leaving a substitute in charge of the 
school. Until the arrangements to be made under this resolution are fairly 
complete, and until the bulk of the new schools a tablished, the Magistrate 
would ordinarily not insist on existing patshal chers coming into the dis- 
trict head-quarters {o attend the normal cls But when the schools are 
fairly started and regular inspection has begun, the Magistrate would, 
on the report of the Deputy or Sub-Deputy Inspector, call upon the least 
efficient village school-masters to attend the normal class. It would probably 
de useless to summon the very old gurumohasoys or mecahjees to the normal 
classes; old men of that stanip have done much good in their time; they are 
popular with the villagers, and they manage their schools fairly well; if new 
acquirements or modes of teaching ‘are required, they will como with the next 

eration of village school-inasters. But it will probably be desirable to bring 
into the normal classes the younger and the newly appointed village school 
masters; if possible, newly appointed masters who lave never taught village 
schools before, would be brought into the normal classes at the sudder_hefore 
they establish their schools, and would be instructed for a few months. For the 
present it will be necessary to perfect: village schodl-masters in reading and 
writing the printed character, of which (in Behar at any rate)” they 
are often ignorant; to instruct them in the best modes of teaching simple and 
mental arithmetic: to improve their knowledge and power of teaching men- 
suration after the native fashion, bazaar accounts, and zemindarce accounts, and 
to enable them to understand and teach the. very simple text-books on these 
latter subjects. 

12. Since, however, us already said, the Lieutenant-Governor wishes to 
abstain from giving minute instructions, he has caused an example of what 
steps might be taken to be entered in these orders, rather by way of suggestion 
than by way of precept. He rather wishes the local officers to whom the 
experiment is entrusted to work it out in their own way. He wishes that they 
Mhould ascertain what indigenous means of cdneation in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic exist; that they should enlist the people and their leading men as 
much as possible in favor of simple cducation, and that they should develop 
it by emall grants according to the circumstances of cach case under the system 
‘above proposed.

When the system 
is a little developed and local committees of men of the classes interested in 
primary instruction can he established, the Licutenant-Governor hopes toemploy 
committees more freely in promoting primary cducation, The educational 
establishment will be at the disposal of Magistrates for the necessary inquiries, 
and any reasonable proposals to further the object in view will be éhtertained, 
especially any arrangement for providing a more numerous class of Sub- 
Inspectors for patshalas instead of the highly paid Deputy Inspectors maintained 
in perhaps unnecessary number for the higher classes of schools. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor has no doubt that the experienced Inspectors who will now 
reside at the head-quarters of the principal divisions will give much advice 
and assistance, and as soon as the district educational committees are formed 
they should be consulted. It is hoped that by the end of the yoar 1872-78 the 
local officers will be in a condition to report the first fruits of these orders. 

16. When tho system develops, when the rural Municipalities undertake 
schools with Government assistance, when the demand for and means of o@uca- 
tion increase, more moncy imay be availablo, and we may attempt more schools. 
Tho object of the preseit grant is to make a beginning of mass education in 
the country, and the Licutenant-Governor hopes to be assured that the money is 
well spent. He would rather have an assurauce of this kind and a demand for 
more money than be told that it has not been possible effectively to spend 
what is now given.

Paragraphe 21—24 of Government order dated the 2'h May 1572, directing Messrs, 
‘Woodrow and Bernard to submit: draft rules for the award of scholarships in Bengal, 
in accordance with tie views of the Licutenant-Governor as expressed in the orders 
of that date. 


Read at 
‘The report of the above-mentioned officers, dated the Ldth August 1872. 


The Lieutenant-Governor obscrves that it is most important now that this 
Government has, by starting primary schools, made a beginning of education in 
all grades, that scholarships should be systematically arranged, so as to enable 
clever and deserving boys to climb from the lowest to the highcst stage, and 
the opportunity is taken of revising the schulurship rules in general accordance 
with the recommendations of the committee. 

2, Hitherto there have been no scholarships for the lowest class of schools ; 
the indigenous schools of this class have not been recognized or counted, and 
our own patshalas are few. To make a beginning, a certain number of 
scholarships are assigned for the encouragement of these schools, and to enable

He will be the agent of the Government, to whom the 
Government will look to see that the Jocal authorities fulfil the conditions on 
which grants are made to them; that the school-masters arc efficient ; that schools 
are well managed ; that pupils are well taught ; that the accounts are reliable 
and correct ; that instruction is conducted in accordance with the general 
rules laid down; and that scholarships and rewards are fairly given. Separate 
instructions will be given regarding scholarships on receipt of reply to a 
reference which has been made to the Dircetor. 
18. The Deputy Inspectors will be personally responsible for the correct: 
ness and completencss of the inspection reports and accounts submitted by them, 
and will, in respect of these latter duties, while acting under the Magistrate’s 
ordera, be atill strictly supervised by the Inspector. ‘They will also be subject 
to the Inspector’s instructions in regard to such schools as ihe Commissioner may 
have placed under dii departmental control, and will ordinarily 
them on their tours and at all times render them every information 
"4. Tho Inspector will render the Commissioner every advice and infor. 
mation in educational matters, and will comply with his wishes in regard to the 
time and manner of performing his dutics as mych as possible, but he will be, 
as gbove explained, an independent officer.

Tuz management of the provincial finances during the past year has 
resulted in # considerable saving, and it is hoped that there will be @ saving in 
the present year also. ‘The Licutenant-Goyernor wishes to take the opportu- 
nity to make 2 real and substantial attempt to establish a good system of 
primary education of the simplest character in these great provinces. 

A resolution of this date places under local officers the grants for education, 
and especially for primar ‘ation, ‘The Lieutenant-Governor proposes at 
once to put at the disposal of the Magistrates of districts the means of ussist- 
ing and promoting indigenous education of this primary character. He is 
accordingly pleased to assign to the various divisions and districts, according 
to the distrilmtion list hereto annexed, sums to the amount of Rs. 4,00,000, 
to be used in developing primary education in addition to the other 
grants already made forthe same purpose, and to be spent between this time 
and the end of the financial year 1878-74. The money 1s assigned to districts 
in the proportions in which the Licutenant-Governor thinks it might best be 
given, but he will be lappy to consider any proposal of Commissioners for a 
more advantageous distribution. The assignment has been made with refer- 
ence to the population and the amount of Government money ulready spent 
on vernacular education in cach district. 



































2. A statement annexed shows the number of schools now existing 
in cach district, also the schools recently sanctioned by orders of 81st July 
and the approximate number which it is now hoped to establish. 

3. It may be hoped that the grants already in the budget for 1872-73 
will be repeated in 1873-74, while the grant now made is to be brought into 
operation gradually, sud spread over the remainder of the present year and the 
whole of 1873-74. ~ OF this grant sums not execeding on the whole one lakh may 
be spent in the present financial year if it is possible to establish the schools in 
time, Three lakhs are. taken es the annual expenditure for 1878-74, the calcu- 
lation being that at an average of Rs. 40 to 50 per school, that sum will suffice 
to establish 6,000 to 7,000 schools. aed 

4, The Licutenant-Governor hopes that economies and savings now 
effected will place the provincial finances of Bengal in a position to bear such 
burdens for some time to come. He also hopes that by the end of 1873-74. the 
new municipal system will be so far established that a considerable portion of 
the burden now assumed by Government may be taken over by the Munici- 
palities of considerable and prosperous villages, and that Town Municipalities 
will be able to support, or render self-supporting, some of the schools of 8 higher 
class which now absorb a large share of the educational grant, vay 
Government money, in addition to that already saved, will Te made ‘avalia 
for poorer and more backward places. A 

The establishment of local road fnnds may be expected to, set free 
somo of the money hitherto devoted to material improvement; and: however 
desirable buildings and other public works may be, the improvement

it is absotutoly necessary, bo postponed. The Lieutenant-Governon hge: ii 
some sort pledged himself not to attempt fresh taxation if he can ‘help it 
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some time to come. But his hope is that if, by a careful use of the money now 
in hand, by continual economy of administration, and by such re-adjustments as 
‘are possible, he can secure the maintenance for seme years of the schools now 
te be established, the means of farther continuing them will, by the blessing of 
Providence, be some how or other forthcoming in the hands of those who may 
succeed him. He feels himself justified then in attempting a beginning of a 
work of which even a successful beginning would be a great achievement 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor’s wish is that the moncy now granted should 
be used to encourage and dovelop in rural villages proper indigenous education, 
that is, reading, writing, arithmetic, in the real ind. ge and character 
of each province. He would not, as a rule, think it necessary to employ highly 
trained masters on considerable sularies. He would rather give money as a 

nt-in-aid to men of the purely indigenous school-master class, provided each 
eeps up in w place where it is required, and among & population of cultivators 
and laborers, a school effi rding to native stundards, and submits it to 
inspection and examination. Perhaps for such purposes a allowance of 
Rs. 2 or 3 per mengem will in many. cases sullice, more ospecialiy in phices 
where the village or landlord or other party interested is willing to make 
up tho remainder of the ordinary Rs, 3° patshala grant Recently the 
Lieutenant-Governor has sanctioned four Rs. 24 patshala grants in) Tipperah 
on the application of a zemindar, who has agrevd to give the other 
Rs, 23 for cach school himself. It is hoped that in all wards’ estates the Court 
of Wards will be able to double any share of the present grant that may be 
allotted for schools in these estates. Where no such aid is available, and where 
the people are poor and backward, a larger Government grit may be given; 
but no grant to a village school is to exceed Its. 5 per mensem. “With su 
basis, and some receipts from fees or gratuitios, a village school will be esta 
lished. Those places should be selected where the ueed is greatest. aud where 
the people are ready to help themselves to some estent: places already provided 
for being left to themselves for the p» for only assisted ina moderate degree 
on condition of inspection and improved methods. li places where, though 
immediate assistance is uot available, a municj ization may be shordly 
expected, the maximum of Rs. 5 per menseim may be given, provided the 
leading men promise us far as they can to coutribiite a shure when a Munici 
pality is constituted. But of all things must be avoided a grant which may be 
used to turn out clerks aud attorneys; education of that kind is separately pro 
vided for. 

6. The only languages to be taught in patshalas should be Bengalee, 
Hindee, Assamese, and Ooryah, in their respective provinces, and the aboriginal 
languages in some of the districts where there is a kirge aboriginal population 
using their own languages, ax the Koles of Chotu Nagpore, the Sonthals of the 
Sonthal Pergunnahs, the Khassiahs of the Khassiah Lill, the Khamtees, 
Cacharees, and others in Assam, and the Lepchas of Darjechng. ‘The Bengalee, 
Ooryah, and Assamese characters are well defined. Most of the aboriginies 
having no character of their own, have been, and with advantage may still be, 
instructed in the Roman character. As respects Uindce, the written or Saithoo 
character only differs from the Nagree as the Muglish written character difiers 
from the printed character; and though the prejudices of the people are no 
doubt much in favor of the written ter which they use, still seving how 
simple and easily learned is the Nagree character to ‘these whe know the 
Kaitheo, and considering that all the printed books ie in the Nagree 
character, the Licutenant-Goyernor thinks that the school-amasters should be 
Foquited to learn and that the boys should be taught the latte ster, as 
well ag practised assiduously inthe written character. In fact, : and 
writing are the main subjects in which the people de 
books ‘will not be used; those that are used will he of the » 
degeription. 

“Whore Mahomedans preponderate in the population, the Licutenant- 
Governor will not object to the grant to their mufvaby of uid similar to that 
‘given to the patshalas or common villugo schools, provided 2 useful primary 
€dueation is really given. But tho impression the Licutenant-Governor has 
derived from all he has seen of many indigenous patshalas in such districts is, 
“that thé lower classes of the Mahomedans resort much more freely to the com- 
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mon vernacular schools than their higher classes do to the English achools; and 
he considers that it is better for all partics that they should continue todo 69 
It is only necessary to take care that in Mahomedan districts (and @ large 
proportion of Bengal districts are more Mahomedan than Hindu) o fair share 
of the schpol-musters’ places in the common schools is given to Mahomedans, 
so that people of that persuasion may have no ground for feeling themselves _at 
a disadvantage. ‘The provision of highcr education for Mabomedans has sepa- 
rately engaged the attention of Government, and these remarks do not touch 
that subject 7 : 

8. “Newly appointed teachers of village schools, whether gurus or 
Mahomedans, Should be attached for some months to training classes at the 
district or sub-diy al head-quarters, cither before they set up thoir echools 
or at the next riec-sowing season, or at such convenient opportunities as may 
offer themselves. Village school-musters when under instruction at training classes 
will be allowed to draw the Government grant just as if they were present with 
their school. J4 will be in the discretion of the Magistrate to decide which of 
the newly appointed masters should attend training classes at once, and which 
should come into the training classes at some future time; ordinarily, he 
would test the capacity of each candidate for a school-mastership through 
the Deputy Inspector. Any portion of the present grant which cannot 
be properly’ spent on patshalas may, with the sanction of the Magistrate and the 
district committee, be expended on the establishment of one or more training 
classes for village teacher: he zilluh school; in some very large districts it 
may be necessary also to open training schools ut the head-quarters of one or 
more sub-divisious, Where normal schools already exist, they will be utilized 
for instruction of the new traini eutually funds ‘will be provided 
for these training classes by sav nd re-orgunization of the present 
normal schools, many or most of which have been turned aside from their 
proper ohjeet of providing: teachers far the lowest grade of primary schools, 

9. The Lieutenant-Goveruor is fully aware that to people who see only 
the expensive Government and aided schools in Bengal towns, or to those who 
know the Gov +schpols of some other parts of India, it may seem a 
sanguine view to hope that any kystem of rural cdueation can be successfully 
based upon Government monthly grants of only Rs. 5, 4,and 3 per mensem 
to cach school. He isa » that in Western and Central India the Govern- 
ment wares of vill hoolinasters range from Ks. 8 to Rs. 25 a month, 
while in Northern Tid re, it is believed, few villuge school-masters who 
draw less thau Rs. 8a mouth from Goverment. But Mr, Campbell believes 
that in most districts of Bengal, Behar, and Orissa, though unhappily too rare 
in so great populations, there are still scores, if not hundreds, of petty village 
school-mastors, who keep: village schools of 15 to 30 boys and girls, and who 
maintain themselves and their fimilies from the fees in money or in kind 
which the parents may be able to afford. Ha boy’s futher is well to do, he 
gives the guru two, three, or four amas a mouth; if he is poor, he gives one 
anna or a couple seers of rice a month. Boys of very poor parents or. 
orphans are often taught by the guru without any fee. ‘This is the kind of edu, 
cational agency Government finds ready to its hand in Bengal villages; thea’: 
are the schools which ordinary villigers ure neeustomed to, and for which they 
have a regard. One of these gurus would certainly find his position immensely. 
improved by a Goverment or nrunicipal grant of Rs. 30, 40, or 50 @ year,” 

10. In illustration of the kind of schools which are wanted, of the class 
of teachers who should be engaged, wid of the subjects which should be taught 
under the Jrotihala system, copies of a report from Mr. C. B. Clarke upon 
primary education in Mymensing, also extracts from reports by Mr. A. Al 
crombie, Mr, T. E. Ravenshaw, Coloncl E. T, Dalton, cs.., and Mr. BL. 
Sutherland, on educational matters, are hereto appended. It is quite clear: 
that if rural schools are to be popular among ordinary villagers, the teachers 
must be of the old gurumohasoy class, or must come from the same social ati 
intellectual stratum. The lads or men who stay two years at our 
schools and receive Ks. 4, 5, and even 10 for being taught, will rarely 
if ever, accept a patshala teachership in which they muet sit down for 
with a salary of Rs. 5 ‘plus feos, equal to about Rs. 8 or 9 © a7, 
in all, What is wanted is to teach ordinary village boys enough to; 
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them, to take care of their own interests in their own station of life, 
a shop-keepors, small londholders, ryots, handicraftsmen, weavers, 
village head-mon, boatmen, fishermen, and what not. It is beyond all things 
desirable not to impart at village schools that kind of teaching which, ina 
transition state of socicty, might induce boys to think themselves above 
manual labor or ordinary village work. ‘lo the really able boys at patshalas 
op) ities for advancement will be offered by a chain of scholarships, the 
iners of which can pass through the several grades of schools up to a University. 
Hegree, One valuable means of providing that the ordinary  patshala course 
of study shall be confined to auntie and writing the yernactlar, to simple and 
montal arithmetic, and to a knowledge of mensuration, and. the native system 
of land-eurvey, will be a regulation that proficiency in these subjects only will 
be required from candidates for patshala scholarship: 

11. The Lieutenant-Governor by uo means wishes to fetter the Magistrates 
or committees in their arrangements for the prompt and proper administration 
of the educational grants now m Indeed, the only restrietion he would 
insist upon is, that not more thun Ks. 5 per mensem of public money should be 
given to any one school; that the vernacular only ix taught in amy school 
receiving a patshala grant; that every patshala’ is open to inspection and 
sends in such simple quarterly statements as may be required; and that any 
grant is liable to suspension or withdrawal if the school is not properly kept up. 

It has been suggested to the Lieutenant-Governor that. a Magistrate or com- 
mittee of a large district, who desired to give prompt cficet to the present orders, 
would proceed somewhat as follows :-— 

An average district, containing two or three sub-divisions besides the 
head-quarter division, 2,400 villages, and one and a half to two millions of popu- 
lation, might, perhaps, already contain 50 Government putshalas, 300 indigenous 
patshalas, and might under the present orders have obtained a grant of Rs. 9,000, 
equal to 200 patshala grants of Rs. 4 a year. The Magistrate would, perhaps, 
set aside Rs. 3,000 to be expended on Rs. 30 per annum grants to pats i 
Municipalities, on wards’ ostutes, or on the estates of liberal zemindar 
30-rupec grants would be distributed to village municipal committees or ‘ind 
duals who promised to contribute another Rs 30 and to take charge of the 

tshala. Possibly some 80 or 35 of the 30-rupee grants would thus be distri- 
uted to municipal patshalus; there would remain 65 ‘or 70. grants of Rs. 80 
to be distributed to villages, on s' estates, and on zemindarees where the 
zemindar was ready to contribute. In Dehalf of the wards’ estates the 
ble to guarantee during the duration of the 
apeo coutributions. The larger and moro 
liberal zemindars, whether resident or non-resident, would be invited by the 
Magistrate or through the sub-divisional officer to contribute as many 30-rupec 
grants as they could afford, or as the villages on their estates might 
require. A zemindar so contributing would be allowed to nominate the guru 
and to manage the schools, subject to the general rules under which patshala 
grants are made. There would remain Rs. 6,000 a year for expenditure on 
potshale grants to ordinary village schools. The Magistrate would refer to the 
annah register compiled in the census office, and ascertain which villages of 
100 houses and upwards contain indigenous patshalas and whieh do not. 
fe would either through, or after consulting, the sub-divisional _ officer, 
decide to give perhaps 60 patshala grants of Rs. 4 and 8a month to cxisting 
indigenous patshalas, provided the gurus would accept the Government 
rules, and would agree, if called upon, to come into the sudder and study for six 
months at a normal class for gurus. In scleeting existing patshalas for grants 
the Magistrate and the sub-divisional officer would be guided by various con- 
siderations; they would give sume grauts to old-estublishied patshalas which wore 
large and successful; they would give some grants to patshalas which 

were situate in largo villages, but had heretofore beon badly off owing to tho 
of the inhabitants; they would give some grants to newly planted 

of which the gurus were cspeciully efficient and active. There would 
p about Rs. 4,500 available for the establishment of new patshalas in 
aces where none at present exist. ‘The Magistrate and the sub-divisional officer, 
‘when selecting 5 pisoes for the establishment, of fresh schools, would ordinarily 
Wegaided by the thannah registers at the census, and would select for the 
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new patshalas the largest lleues unoccupied ry any school. No patshiala 
grant would be given to any village which would not’ provide a house or hit 
of the ordinary kind used in the village for the reception of the school.” When 
the villages were selected, the next question would be to find teachers. - If 
possible, the Magistrate or sub-divisional officer would choose men of the ordi- 
nary gurumohasy class or of the mccahjce class; and u new school-mastet 
should ahvays be, if possible, a resident of the village or its neighbourhood, 
There will generally be found in Hindu neighbourhoods: school-masters’ sons. 
or brothers or lads from some patwarce’s family or from a petty dealer's 
{rwouden shop, or from some zeminduree cutelierry, who possesses enough 
nowledge to teach 9 patshala, and who will be content to sit down as a village 
school-master. If Jads of sufficient age from neighbouring vernacular or aided 
schools will undertake the duty, the Magistrate might appoint some of them to 
patshalas in the neighbourhood of their houses. 

Tt would be a condition of appointment of a new village school master, 
and of amy grat to the master of un existing school, that he should, if ealled 
upon, attend the ner s for a time, Ie i substitute in charge of the 
school. Until the arrmgements to be made under this resolution are fairly 
complete, and until the bulk of the new schools are established, the Magistrate 
would ordinarily not insist on existing patshala teachers coming into the dis- 
trict head-quarters to attend the normal cla But when the schools are

12. Since, however, us already said, the Lieutenant-Governor wishes to 
abstain from giving aimute instractions, he lms caused an example of what 
steps might be taken to be entered in these orders, rather by way of suggestion 
than by way of precept He yather wishes the local officers to whom the 
experiment is entrusted to work it out in their own w He wishes that they 
should ascertain what indigenons means of education in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic exist; that they should cnlist the people and their leading men. as 
much as possible in favor of simple education, and that they should develop 
it by small grants according to the circumstances of cach case’ under the system 
above proposed . 

18%. It is a question whether it may be best to set up experimental schools 
all over a district, or to try to my model educated tracts of limited areas. 
Pending the establishment. of Municipalities, it will probably be best to establish 
a moderate number of schools here and there ax examples all over the district, 
and to select a limited tract for a more full experiment. If a good subs 
divisional or other officer can be found qualified and willing to undertake the 
experiment and to give real attention to it, it might be well to entrust to him 
the model tract a 

14. Efforts should be made to enlist in this undertaking men of 16 
influence and merit. In some parts of the country underpaid patwarees ” 
be found who would for a small additional remuneration undertake the offfe 
teacher. Regard should also be had to the considerations and conditions 4 
tained in the letter No, 2671, dated 31st July 1872, regarding the last’

‘committees more freely in promoting primary education. ‘The educational 
eatablishment will be at the disposal of Magistrates for the necessary inquiries, 
and any reasonable proposals to further the object in view will he entertained,

16. When tho system develops, when the rural Municipalities undertake 
schools with Government assistance, when the demand for and means of educa- 
tion increase, more money may be available, aud we may attempt more schools. 
Tho object of the preseut nt is tomake a beginning of ass education in 
the country, and the Licutenant-Governor hopes to be assured that the money is 
well spent. IIe would rather have an assurance of this kind and a demand for 
more money than be told that it has not been possible eflectively to spend.

‘Mase dintziet, with 0,288 pupils attending them, The schooling {ees paid by the students vary 
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from 4 annas to 1 anna 6 pie, the average for the whole district being 2 annas per student, 
‘The attendance at each school is a little more than 16 boys on the avcrage, and the earning 
of cach guru 2 rupees 2 annas, 

18, The Collector of Hooghly reports that he himeclf visited a number of these 
ordivary village patsbalas. He eays they are usually held in an open verandah, which some. 
times Velongs to the gurw’s house and sometimes to that of some benevolent resident of the 
village. The fees charged vary from ] anna to 4 anuas, or sometimes to 6 annus per mensom, 
according to the circumstances of the parents, The poorer boys write on éal-pata, or palm 
Jeaf ; the wealthier, on plantain leaf or even paper. In most patshalas printed bocks are also 
more or less used. He is, moreover, of opimion that these indigenous rchouls are to a certain 
extent anbverted by nided schocla, which ofler a better edueation in those parts of the 
district where education ie most thought of. Mr. Pellew also directed his inquiries to the 
question wheter the aided schuols, Ly driving out these indigenous schools to such a serious 
extent as they undoubtedly have done by olfering a more appreciated kind of education, 
have or have not taken fully the place of old patshalas in regard to the education of tha 
masses, and the opinion formed by him was that on the whole no class had been deprived 
of means of education, and that in those pl: re a vernacular aided school -had 
Teen established to the extinction of the s, and in whieh it bad been found that 
the education afforded was too high or too expensive for the poor, a patshala was soon re-estab- 
ished, and was able to compete with the aided schools sueccssfully, The Collector of Bancoorab 
has not furnished avy information on this point. In Beerbhoum nothing Hike edueation is 
afforded to the masses by these patshalas, but only, as the people require, a little arithmetio 
in the native style, and reading and writing Bengali is taught, 

19. The Collector of Howrah reports, after personal ingniry, that nearly every village 
of apy size kas a school in it, at which boys varying from 5 to § years of age are taught to 
write and read Bengali. ‘These schools are self-supporting, the pupils paying the master 
monthly a fee of 2 annas to 4 annas each.

28, Iv is also observed that of the total number of pupils receiving edueation in the divie 
sion, 37° per cent, are educated in institations which are in some way or other connected with 
Government, and 62° per cent. receive instruction in the indigenous patshalas.

“Pama. 18. * * * Material improvement. of the country, and e¢ jon of the 
mass of the people, depend on the success of this useful institution (ihe Cuttack normal school), 
and on extension of village vernacular schools and patshalas. If Government. support be 
withdrawn from the latter, the beneficial results of the former will be crippled. — ‘The subjuined 
extract from my letter No. 763, dated 17th October 1871), will khow what T have already 
written on the sulject to the Inspector of Schools, and 1 think I need hardly add anythin 
toitr— 


 T have watched the progress of this (normal) school, and_I can only state that if is the 
most satisfactory and most encouraging educational institution in Orissa, and that it bids fair 
to work great and permanent results in providing eflicient means of educating the mass of the 
population, I regret to find from the correspondence that the gurus, who have so far passed 
their conrse of instruction in the normal school at Cuttack, lave not yet received nee of 
continuation of the Government subsidy to enable them to earry on their duties as village 
school-masters. On the contrary, your letter No. 1/81, dated 80th June 1870, with enclosures 
from the Director of Public Instruction, point to liuily probability of the aid to guru teachers 
being continued after they have gone through their training course, 1 would most earnestly 
solicit your own and the Director’s reconsideration of the matter, or otherwise the whole 
system will be nippod in the bud. ‘There is no part of India where education and enlighten= 
ment among the masses of the people is so much to be desired as in Orissa, and 1 venture to 
hope:that the groundwork which has been so well started, may not be allowed to remain in 
abeyance; and unless the assurance of continued Government support be held out to the guras
